Trade. 

The  whole  of  the  Foreign  trade  at  the  Ports  for  the 
year  was  that  of  two  Vessels  with  timber ; one  from  Canada 
and  one  from  Norway  (see  Table). 

The  Coastwise  traffic  has  also  been  comparatively  quiet, 
being  chiefly  of  bricks,  spelter,  and  galvanised  steel  sheetings 
(see  Table). 

No  food  or  passengers  entered  any  of  the  Ports, 

Inspection. 

During  the  year  systematic  and  regular  inspection  of 
every  Foreign  Vessel  was  immediately  carried  out  on  their 
arrival,  special  attention  being  paid  to  the  existence  of  any 
infectious  Sickness  or  Rats  on  board,  as  well  as  the  general 
Sanitary  condition  of  the  Vessel,  Ventilation,  Water  Supply, 
crew’s  quarters,  and  the  general  Health  of  the  crew. 

The  Coastwise  Vessels,  most  of  which  are  known  to 
your  Officers,  are  also  regularly  inspected  on  the  same  lines. 

Sickness  and 

Rats. 

During  the  year,  there  was  no  Sickness  or  Rats  on 
board,  and  with  the  exception  of  some  minor  defects,  all  were 
found  in  good  sanitary  condition.  Rats  were  practically  non- 
existent on  the  Vessels,  and  there  are  no  stores  to  harbour 
them  at  any  of  the  Ports.
